LEAVING AGE

A generat fall in 
growth rate of 
school eurolments has ai 
ready led to suggestions 
that the school leaving age 
be raised. We can expect te 
hear more of these prope- 
sals. Most of the Australian 
states have only im recent 
years raised their minimum 
age level te fifteen years. 
A new leaving age of six- 
teen years would affect all 
states, except Tasmania. It 
would involve, in theory, 
about 12,000 students; in 
1967 Australian secondary 
schools held 46,800 fifteen- 
year-olds but only 28,500 
students aged sixteen.

Arguments for a higher 
leaving age are usually 
based on the principle of 
equality of opportunity. They 
apply, implicitiy or expli- 
citly, to those parents who 
fail to keep the children at 
school so that they might 
achieve a higher level of 
education and_ better jab 
qualifications. Implicit, too, 
is the assumption that many 
adolescents need to have a 
further year of schooling. 
Therefore, according to this 
argument, governments are 
justified. in obliging parents 
to meet the new demands 
involved.

Tom‘ went alo to Con- 

tiki’s end of season and 
Christmas party at the ‘Top 
of the Tower” revolving 
restaurant on top of the 36 
storey post office tower. 
_ Tom ‘said “the restaurant 
is said to be one of the rit- 
ziest places in London and 
as expensive as hell so I 
would never have got there 
under my own steam — it 
was a fabulous night and 
the view all over London is 
fantastic”. 

But Tom spent a ‘‘fabu- 
lous white Christmas (1967) 
with the: swinging Contiki 
mob at the company’s chalet 
in Austria”. 


“Skied well for a few 
days but ended up in hos- 
‘pital with a broken .ankle 
— plaster. to the knee for 
six weeks (fully insured)” 
wrote Tom. : 

The local hospital was 
kept busy with half the town 
in plaster. Five of Tom's 
party of. forty ended the, 
holiday in plaster. 


But Tom said he still had 
a “terrific time as the at- 
mosphere and social life is 
fabulous”.

Another surprise from 
Contiki at the end of 
March last year Tom left 
suddenly for a Middle East 
tour te familiarise himself 
with this itinery.

Greece the party went by 
ship to Israel spending a 
day on Cyprus. 


He saw Haifa and Tiberias 
and camped on _the shores 
of the Sea of Galilee. 


They visited Nazareth, Ce- 
sarea. Tel Aviv. Jerusalem 
and spent three days at Je- 
-Ticho and saw Qumran 
where the Dead Sea scrolls 
were found. 


Swimming in the Dead Sea 
which is the lowest point on 
earth — 1,300 feet below sea 
level —_was an eerie exne- 
nience.

from just above their ears. 
They wore scull caps and 
dressed in black Victorian 
style clothes. And spent all 
day walking around reading 
their sacred books or 
standing nodding and wail- 
ing in front of the wailing 
wall which they had recap- 
tured the year before. 


The party moved to 
Athens where they had a 
second Easter. Easter cele- 
brations are two weeks 
later in Greece. 


Streets were blocked off 
for miles for the big reli- 
gious parades. Heads of 
State and others were in. the 
huge motorcade which 
passed along streets lined 
by thousands of Greek 
army, navy and air force 
personnel, 


It could have been mis- 
taken for a display of mili- 
tary power, said Tom. 

In Greece Tom said he 
saw guite a few Holden 
ears from Australia — left 
hand drive cars are ex- 
ported from Australia to 
Greece.

Continuing their way up 
through Greece the party 
entered Turkey to stay 
Istanbul.

Several hours were _wiled 
away in the Topkapi Palace 
the palace of all the 
sultans — where on display 
is-jewellery worth millions.

On August ‘5 he left to 
visit Denmark, _ Sweden, 
Norway, Finland, East Ger- 
many, West Germany, Po-{ 
land and Russia. . 

He wrote ““I learnt so 
much on this five weeks tour 
that I do not know where to 
start. 


“The first new city I saw 
was Hamburg in Germany. 
which is very modern and 
swinging. 

It's modern because like 
Rotterdam it was wiped off 
the map during the war and 
has since been completely 
rebuilt, it's swinging be- 
cause it has one of the few 
remaining so called “Sailors 
areas” in Europe. 

We drove through the old 
suburb of ALTONA which is 
quite a big part of Ham- 
burg.

The shops are poorly 
stocked and the service in 
them so bad. People have 
no incentive to work hard 
and customers stand for.

Official exchange rate was 
two roubles to the pound 
sterling but on the black 
market it went up to eight 
fer the pound.

Here one can be fined for 
having a ‘dirty car or throw- 
ing a cigarette butt down 
in the street. 


The underground railway 
is amazing, each station is 
like a huge banqueting hall. 

Several miles outside the 
city is a fantastic exhibi- 
tion of scientific and eco- 
nomic achievements. . On 
display are ful! scale rockets 
and Jaunching pads, model 
submarines and things _ that 
are hardly imaginable.

The Board meets in the 
afternoons. One would hope 
that commissioners from 
industrial areas 
representative of a cross- 
section of the residents, but 
a tradesman or any other 
man working for his living 
cannot afford to lose half a 
day’s pay each week as he 
would have to do if, he pre 
perly represented his muni- 
cipality. As the honorable 
member for Williamstown 
said, the only- representa- 
tives who can give the ne- 
cessary time to municipal 
affairs are those of inde- 
pendent means, who conduct 
their own businesses. are 
retired, or are employed by 
a firm or institution pre- 
pared to give them time off 
on pay.

my position and the actions 
of the Government when I 
was a teacher, that tempta- 
tion arises.

I should like to refer to 
the accusation made during 
the debate that if the Board. 
as now constituted, were 
abolished, ordinary citizens 
would not have the advant- 
age of having access to a 
commissioner, who could 
submit proposals to the 
‘Board.-and- -have problems 
investigated. If “a full-time 
Board which was responsible 
to Parliament were appoint- 
ed, members of Parliament, 
who were worth their salt, 
would be able to do the work 
that many commissioners 
are now doing. 

Shortly after I was elected 
to Parliament, the honorable 
member for Essendon stated. 
during the debate on:a Bill 
relating to the Board of 
Works, that he had made 
many representations to the 
Board, some of which were 
submitted on behalf of re- 
sidents in the City of 
Breadmeadows. The honor- 
able member stated that he 
was doing the work of the 
commissioners of the Board. 
It has been stated that if 
3 vroblem arises concerning 
the State Electricity Com- 
mission. the Melbourne and 
Metropolitan Tramways 
Board. the Country Roads 
Board, or similar boards 
which are performing pub- 
lic functions in the State. 
there is a_snitable avenue 
through which representa- 
tions can be made to the 
avoropriate authority. 
eontend that if members of 
Parliament were doing their 
work properly, thev_ could 
ring various complaints to 
the notice of the Board and 
have them rectified.
